The invocation was given by Tom Wood, Chaplain. 
 
PUBLIC INPUT 
 
Jacqueline Ruff, Day Care Provider in Milton, stated she cares for 10 subsidized children.  She said she is here to 
represent not only herself but 170 day care providers in the County.  The subsidized children are children of low-
income parents whose day care fees are reimbursed by the County.  She said it has been taking at times up to six 
weeks for these day care providers in the County to be paid by the County.  This delay tends to help day care 
providers go out of business, she said.  She mentioned a lot of day care providers are not willing to take subsidized 
children any more because having these children ties up their finances.  She said they feel a start up grant for the 
parents would help.  She stated they used to receive the checks from the County every two weeks, but about a year 
and a half ago, things started to change, and they are now receiving the checks in three to four weeks.  She said 
they were told there is not enough staff to meet the demand.  We do not have anyone willing to talk to us or help 
us work with our issues or concerns, she said. 
 
Bonnie Halse, Day Care Provider in Milton, said if these subsidized kids are out sick, they do not get paid for 
those days.  She said when they call the County and find out the checks are ready, they would like to be able to 
pick them up rather than the County mailing them, but they were told they cannot do that because it is a State 
mandate that they get mailed.  She stated the County could save money on postage if they were allowed to pick 
them up.  She said they should be paid more frequently if their paperwork is in.  It is very hard to wait for the 
checks when we do not have another income, she said.  County employees get their checks every two weeks on 
their desks, she said.  We just want a push to get things better for us, she added.  She said she is personally waiting 
for $2,500 that she has not received since the first of the month. 
 
Chairman Gutheil stated these are processed through the County Auditor’s office.  Jack Murray, County Auditor, 
stated it may take three weeks or longer for the most part from the time he receives the abstract with the 
Department of Social Services’ claim.  He said he will approve the abstracts from four to six working days from 
the time he receives them.  He said Social Services has to review the paperwork first, and then it gets loaded into 
their computer system. 
 
Mr. Lawler said this is a reasonable concern, and we should see if we can move more quickly on this. 
 
Chairman Gutheil said he would like a synopsis from the County Auditor as to time lines and what other counties 
do. 
 
Vice-Chairman Barrett said the new budget will help regarding the Auditing department.  There was an issue 
brought to us by the Auditor with a need for more hours in the department to process work more quickly.  
Personnel has recommended a part-time position for that department, he said. 
 
Mr. DeCerce said it sounds like these day care providers only have individuals supported by DSS.  Ms. Ruff said 
some of them do.  DSS provides a subsidy for the parents so that they can go to work, she said. 
 
Ms. Halse said they need to keep their heat at 75 degrees at all times and purchase everything according to the 
State’s policy as well as toys, blankets, sheets, pillow cases, etc.  We have to come up with the money regardless, 
she said.  She said they used to get paid every two weeks up until last year.  She said she only takes low-income 
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kids because these children also need a place to go other than going to a larger day care center.  Ms. Ruff 
mentioned it is up to the parent to pay what the County does not. 
 
Bob Christopher, DSS Commissioner, stated they have a day care program funded by $2.5 million each year.  We 
serve over 600 families and over 300 kids in day care, he said.  He stated they have reviewed their policies with Ms. 
Ruff and Ms. Halse.  He said the voucher comes to the public assistance unit and processed and sent to our 
accounting department and then to the Auditor’s office, Treasurer’s office and then mailed out.  He said they do not 
have a waiting list, and they want to serve as many children as possible.  We talk to day care vendors regularly, he 
said.  I personally believe our processing time is about as fast as we can get within the constraints of the system, he 
said. 
 
Chairman Gutheil asked Mr. Murray how many vouchers per month does his office handle.  Mr. Murray stated 
5,000 to 5,500.  He said his office approves the claims, and then the checks are processed through the Treasurer’s 
office.   He said the New York State Comptroller’s Office wants checks to be mailed to be sure there is no hanky 
panky. 
 
Mr. Connors suggested this issue be placed on the Social Programs Committee agenda for December, and then 
make a report to the full Board.  Chairman Gutheil stated that would be proper.  Ms. Keyrouze asked that these day 
care providers be invited to that meeting.  Chairman Gutheil said the meetings are open to the public.

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Mr. Lawler, Chairman of the Public Safety Committee, stated the County was successful in our presentation for 
the APA earlier this month.  The County succeeded in securing our permit to move forward with radio towers.  He 
thanked the Supervisors for their support, and he thanked the Committee members who worked diligently.  He 
acknowledged the hard work of Paul Lent, the Director of the Office of Emergency Services.  He was instrumental 
along with our consultants and attorney, he said.  He also thanked the APA for finally seeing it our way. 
 
Chairman Gutheil also thanked the Public Safety Committee and Paul Lent. 
 
Ms. Raymond complimented the Radio Committee and Mr. Lawler.  I am amazed they have accomplished what 
they have, she said.  I am looking forward to seeing the finished radio system, she added. 
 
Mr. DeCerce, Chairman of the PCB Dredging Committee, said he wanted to draw the Board’s attention to the very 
nice brochure put together by the Committee, and he thanked the Saratoga County Chamber of Commerce and the 
Southern Saratoga County Chamber of Commerce for sponsoring the forum to make that happen. 
 
Mr. Lucia, Chairman of the Veterans’ Committee, stated it was brought to the Committee’s attention that there are 
a lot of returning men and women who are not coming forth to take advantage of benefits available to them.  We 
are asking the Supervisors to refer these people to the Veterans’ department, he said. 
 
Mr. Peck, Chairman of the Land Preservation Committee, said in anticipation of the Board’s approval of the Green 
Infrastructure Plan, he thanked the Committee for their hard work, and those participating throughout the County 
should be commended.

REQUESTING THE AMENDMENT OF NYS ENVIRONMENTAL CONSERVATION LAW TO INCLUDE 
SARATOGA COUNTY WITHIN THE BOUNDARY OF THE HUDSON RIVER VALLEY GREENWAY 
 
 WHEREAS, the Hudson River Valley Greenway Act of 1991 created a process for the voluntary regional 
cooperation among 242 communities located within 13 counties in the Hudson River Valley that are included 
within its boundaries; and 
 WHEREAS, the Hudson River Valley Greenway provides its communities with planning grant opportunities 
and technical assistance to help communities develop a vision for their future and the tools to achieve it by 
balancing economic development and resource protection objectives; and 
 WHEREAS, the Hudson River Valley Greenway supports the tradition of New York State municipal home rule 
and as such has no regulatory authority over any municipalities, with municipal participation in the Greenway being 
completely voluntary; and 
 WHEREAS, the County of Saratoga has an interest in becoming a Hudson River Valley Greenway county, but 
is currently not included within the existing boundary of the Hudson River Valley Greenway; and 
 WHEREAS, the County of Saratoga supports the objectives of the Hudson River Valley Greenway and would 
like to avail itself of the benefits associated with the Greenway program; now, therefore, be it 
 RESOLVED, that the Saratoga County Board of Supervisors requests that the New York State Legislature and 
the Governor amend Sections 44-0103 and 44-0109 of the NYS Environmental Conservation Law to include the 
County of Saratoga within the boundary of the Hudson River Valley Greenway; and, be it further 
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 RESOLVED, that copies of this resolution be forwarded to Saratoga County’s state legislative representatives, 
the chairs of the Senate and Assembly Environmental Conservation Committees, and the Governor.

IN OPPOSITION TO OCFS STATE TRAINING SCHOOL RATE INCREASES 
 
 WHEREAS, it has come to the attention of the Saratoga County Board of Supervisors that the New York State 
Office of Children and Family Services (OCFS) intends to increase the rate it charges to counties for the cost of 
placing children in state training school facilities, not only for calendar year 2006, but retroactively back to January 
6, 2001; and 
 WHEREAS, the imposition of this retroactive charge represents a 51% per year increase in this charge for 
which the counties did not have an opportunity to budget; and 
 WHEREAS, Saratoga County has received no official notification or warning of the intent of OCFS to impose 
this unwarranted retroactive charge; and 
 WHEREAS, the proposed imposition of this charge is apparently due to the irresponsible failure of OCFS to 
properly calculate and project this cost for a six year period, and not to any fault of Saratoga County or the other 
counties of the State; and  
 WHEREAS, payment of the proposed charges will impose a severe and substantial hardship on the counties of 
the State which are already finalizing their budgets for 2007; now, therefore, be it 
 RESOLVED, that the Saratoga County Board of Supervisors hereby protests the intent of the OCFS to 
retroactively increase the rate it charged counties for the cost of placing children in state training school facilities; 
for the years 2001, 2002, 2003, 2004, 2005 and 2006; and be it further 
 RESOLVED, that OCFS abandon its proposed retroactive increase in said rates for the said years; and be it 
further 
 RESOLVED, that OCFS be requested to give the counties notice of any intent to increase charges for the cost 
of placing children in state training school facilities at least 120 days before December 15 of the year prior to the 
year in which such increase is proposed to take effect; and be it further 
 RESOLVED, in the event OCFS persists with its intended imposition of retroactive charges, the Saratoga 
County Board of Supervisors urges the New York State Association of Counties to institute a legal action against 
New York State and its Office of Children and Family Services to prevent such increase, and be it further 
 RESOLVED, that the Clerk of the Board forward a copy of this Resolution to Governor George E. Pataki; 
Senator Joseph Bruno; Senator Hugh Farley; Assemblyman Sheldon Silver, Assemblyman James Tedisco, 
Assemblyman Teresa Sayward, Assemblyman Roy McDonald and, the Office of Children and Family Services, the 
New York State Association of Counties and Intercounty Legislative Committee of the Adirondacks.

Mr. Thompson said we voted on this, and after we voted, he didn’t see any difference.  Other counties’ gas prices 
were lower, he said.  He said he is wondering if this is repealed, will this be a chance for oil companies to start 
increasing again.  Chairman Gutheil said we didn’t have the competitive edge we should have had.  This way, we 
can guarantee that money going directly back to taxpayers as a tax reduction, he said.  Mr. Thompson said he 
believes we will get blamed if gas prices increase.  Mr. DeCerce said we have the option of reinstalling this as well 
as reversing it.  He said in his town, there were places where gas prices were consistently higher.  In Ballston Spa, 
there is a 10 to 12 cents difference.  We do not have any control, he said.  He stated that is the reason we moved into 
this direction. 
 
Chairman Gutheil said in South Glens Falls, gas was more than in Queensbury. 
 
Vice-Chairman Barrett said it is overwhelming to hear the Supervisors say that in a lot of cases, we were higher in 
gas prices.  To insure we are providing as much tax relief as possible, we felt reducing this tax on property tax was 
the way to go.  We are very proud of the tax cut in the next budget, he said. 
 
Mr. Lawler said the tax break we tried to pass on to consumers went directly in the pockets of the owners of the gas 
stations.  At least by taking those funds and applying them to the property tax rebate, the entire amount collected 
will go to the residents of Saratoga County, he said.  Before, a good part of the money went to people outside of the 
County, he stated.  He said once the sales tax exemption is gone, it will not leave a lot of room for gas stations to 
raise rates.  They still have to be competitive, he added. 
 
Ms. Keyrouze said she believes in property tax cuts, but the average $200,000 house will receive a tax cut of $10, 
and she does not think that is substantial. 
 
Mr. Lucia mentioned after the Board passed the previous resolution, several of his constituents said they didn’t see 
it at the gas pumps at all.
